that her patriotism is one to be highly commended. In 1943 at just 17 years of age, she left her

home in North Dakota and went to work at the Boeing Company, an aircraft factory that operated in
Seattle, Washington. She worked on riveting and constructing B-17's and B-29's. The job force was quite thin during
war-time: "although the men went to war in the trenches, we (women) went to war in the aircraft factories and in the
shipyards. We all did whatever had to be done in order to win the war".
Mae has been advocating for a national day to honor the women who helped during the war since the 1980's. She is
also working to get civilian recognition with the opportunity of receiving a congressional medal. Check out her story:

Polluted stormwater runoff is the greatest threat to clean water. Practice these healthy household habits
and you will be the solution to stormwater pollution.

1. Keep your nearest storm drains clear of debris and litter.

2. Never dump anything down a storm drain.
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Do not blow grass clippings or leaves into the street.

Sweep up yard debris rather than hosing down paved areas.

Compost or recycle yard waste.

Use fertilizers sparingly.

Use pesticides only when needed.

Pick up pet waste and dispose of properly.

9. Use a commercial car wash or wash your car on an unpaved area.

10. Service you car regularly to prevent leaks.

11. Dispose of household hazardous waste at designated collection locations.
